Claims Rejection - 35 U.S.C. 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the 
prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was 
made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which the subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not 
be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
U.S. Patent Pub. No. 2005/01 1 1233 to Vezard, in view of Jenny, UK Patent App. No. 
GB 2 389 412 A. 

Vezard (233) discloses the following; 

(a) A forensic light source 710, having housing 712, lamp 726, reflector 736, port 
730, switch 724, lens 796, and plural filter selector 710, as recited in claims 1-3, and 6- 
10. See paragraphs [0082]-[0091]; and Figure 9 below;

(b) The use of ultraviolet light filters having a band pass range equivalent to that 
recited in claims 4 and 5. See paragraph [0124]; 

(c) The use of filtering goggles, as recited in claims 11 and 12. See paragraph 
[0005]. 

Vezard (233) as applied above fails to teach the use of a filter slide, as recited in 
claims 1-7. However, Jenny (412) discloses portable light source 1, having filter slide 
9, as recited in claims 1-7. See page 3, line 1-31; Figures land 2 below 

Therefore it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art that the 
forensic light source of Vezard (233) can be modified to use the filter slide of Jenny 
(41 2), to provide a lamp with a filter holder having a plurality of colour filters, thereby 
regulating the spectral distribution of the illumination light.
